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A  UNIQUE  AUREUS  OF  CARAUSIUS 
and  other  gold  coins  of  the  “First  British  Empire”

For  four  centuries  Britain  was  part  of  the  Roman  Empire  except  for  the  ten  years 
or  so,  286/7  to  296,  when  two  usurpers,  Carausius  and  his  successor  Allectus, 
maintained  an  independent  empire  in  Britain  and,  for  a  period,  in  northern  Gaul. 

Seaby’s  have  recently  acquired  the  superb  aureus  of  Carausius  (illustrated  on  the 
front  cover  and  on  plate  157,  no.  1,  enlarged),  which  was  found  last  year  at  Portswood, 
Southampton,  near  Bitterne,  the  ancient  Clausentum1.  Though  it  is  of  the  same  type 
as  an  aureus  foimd  at  Silchester  in  1896  it  has  been  struck  from  different  obverse 
and  reverse  dies.  It  is  one  of  no  more  than  twenty  gold  coins  recorded  for  this 
emperor,  of  which  only  nine  have  been  issued  from  a  mint  (or  mints)  in  Britain  and, 
of  these,  seven  reside  permanently  in  museum  collections.  The  coin  has  no  mint 
mint  mark  but  an  antoninianus  of  the  same  type  has  the  mint  letters  ml  in  the 
exergue  indicative  of  the  London  Mint,  so  this  may  well  be  one  of  the  first  coins  to 
have  been  issued  from  the  mint  of  London. 

Contemporary  or  near  contemporary  documentary  data  for  the  reign  of  Carausius 
and  his  successor  is  slight,  but  Carausius  is  believed  to  have  been  a  native  of  Menapia, 
the  Rhine  delta,  who  was  appointed  by  Maximian  to  command  the  Channel  Fleet, 
the  Classis  Britannica.  He  operated  successfully  against  Saxon  pirates  but  fell  foul 
of  the  authorities  when  he  was  suspected  of  failing  to  return  captured  booty  to  the

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proper  owners.  He  rebelled  against  Maximian  about  the  end  of  286  and  with  the 
support  of  the  fleet  established  himself  as  emperor  of  Britain.  A  mint  was  established 
at  London  (mintmark  ml,  etc.)  and  at  a  mint  using  the  mint-letter  C  which  has  been 
attributed  to  either  Camulodunum  (Colchester)  or  Clausentum  (Bitterne,  Southamp¬ 
ton).  His  rule  was  extended  to  northern  Gaul  and  coins  with  mintmark  R  have  been 
attributed  to  Rouen,  the  Roman  Rotomagus.  Other  coins  with  mintmark  rsr  have 
long  posed  numismatists  a  problem,  both  Rouen  and  Boulogne,  the  ancient  Gessori- 
acum,  have  been  suggested.  Perhaps  the  awaited  study  of  the  coinage  of  Carausius 
by  Mr.  Norman  Shiel  will  throw  new  light  on  this  subject. 

Maximian  prepared  to  invade  Britain  in  289  but  storms  wrecked  the  attempt  and 
it  seems  that  Carausius  was  able  to  achieve  some  sort  of  de  facto  recognition  of  his 
position.  For  his  part,  while  implying  his  equality  with  his  “co-emperors”  Diocletian 
and  Maximian  by  his  use  of  avggg  and  the  issue  of  the  remarkable  coins  bearing  the 
heads  of  the  three  emperors  and  the  inscription  caravsivs  et  fratres  svi,  he  also 
issued  coins  struck  in  the  names  of  Diocletian  and  Maximian  alone.  In  292  Con- 
stantius  Chlorus,  who  had  been  appointed  Caesar  and  heir-apparent  to  Maximian, 
besieged  and  eventually  took  Boulogne.  The  following  year  Carausius  was  murdered 
by  Allectus,  his  chief  minister. 

Coins  of  Carausius  have  been  recovered  from  a  number  of  Roman  sites  in  Britain, 
especially  the  base  metal  antoniniani;  they  have  also  been  discovered  in  various  finds 
from  northern  Gaul  but  only  seldom  from  further  afield.  Silver  denarii  of  Carausius 
from  British  mints  are  extremely  rare  but  are  a  little  less  rare  from  the  Gaulish  rsr 
mint.  Gold  aurei  of  Carausius  have  been  found  in  Britain  at  Cirencester,  Neath 
Abbey,  Silchester,  Southampton,  near  Chester,  at  Burton  Hay  near  Manchester 
and  from  the  Thames,  and  in  France  at  Arras  and  Rouen.  The  pax  caravsi  avg  aurei 
have  reasonably  been  attributed  to  the  London  mint,  though  it  seems  a  strange 
coincidence  that  both  coins  should  have  a  Hampshire  provenance. 

Allectus  reigned  only  three  years.  In  296  Constantius  Chlorus  had  brought 
together  new  forces  for  an  invasion  to  recover  Britain,  and  landing  armies  in  Hamp¬ 
shire  and  in  Kent  met  Allectus  in  battle,  defeated  him  and  slew  him.  The  famous  gold 
medallion  depicting  Constantius  Chlorus  being  welcomed  by  a  figure  representing 
London  is  one  of  the  treasures  of  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale  from  the  Arras  hoard. 
The  gold  coins  of  Allectus  are  even  rarer  than  those  of  Carausius  numbering  less  than 
twenty  recorded  specimens.  They  have  been  found  at  Conwyl  Elvet,  Carms.,  in  the 
Port  of  London  and  at  Chittenden,  Kent. 

Apart  from  the  hoards  from  Arras  and  Rouen  the  gold  coins  of  Carausius  and 
Allectus  all  come  from  single  finds  and  with  so  little  die-linking  it  is  apparent  that  the 
survival  rate  is  low.  There  may  well  have  been  quite  a  considerable  gold  coinage 
issued  by  the  usurpers  which  was  suppressed  on  Britain  being  restored  to  the  Empire. 

No  gold  coins  of  either  Carausius  or  Allectus  were  recorded  in  Francesco  Birago’s 
1683  edition  of  Adolph  Occo’s  Imperatorum  Romanorum  Numismata  a  Pompeo  Magno 
ad  Heraclium ,  a  work  which  was  highly  regarded  by  numismatists  of  the  late  17th 
cent,  and  which  was,  in  fact,  a  major  advance  on  most  catalogues  of  the  period. 
Lorenz  Beger  records  a  Gallic  concordia  militvm  aureus  of  Carausius  in  his  1696 
catalogue  of  the  collection  of  the  Elector  of  Brandenburg.  This  is  also  recorded  by 
Stukeley  in  his  Medallic  History  of  Carausius  (1757-9)  as  being  “in  the  king  of 
Prussia’s  cabinet”  and  he  also  lists  the  Wolf-and-Twins  romano  renova  aureus  in 
the  Earl  of  Pembroke’s  collection  which  is  now  in  the  Bibliotheque  Nationale,  Paris, 
and  the  conservatori  avggg  aureus  in  the  cabinet  of  the  Duke  of  Devonshire.  The 
Wolf-and-Twins  aureus  had  been  recorded  earlier  (1718)  by  D.  Anselmo  Banduro  as 
being  in  the  “Fontaine  coll.”  (Sir  Andrew  Fountaine  ?). 
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The  earliest  record  we  have  noted  of  an  aureus  of  Allectus,  and  one  apparently 
overlooked  by  Birago,  is  the  coin  illustrated  by  John  Speed  in  his  The  Historie  of 
Great  Britaine  .  .  .  (1632  edition):  presumably  it  is  the  sal  vs  avg  coin  now  in  the 
British  Museum.

A  NOTE  ON  THE  EDWARD  THE  CONFESSOR 
ELEMENT  IN  THE  1880  ESPINGE  HOARD

Insufficiently  appreciated  to  this  day  is  the  extent  to  which  the  800  pennies  of 
Edward  the  Confessor  listed  on  pp.  429-458  of  the  2nd  edn.  (Stockholm.,  1881)  of 
Bror  Emil  Hildebrand’s  Anglo sachsiska  mynt  derive  from  a  single  treasure  unearthed 
in  1880  at  Espinge  (Aspinge)  in  Skane  (Scania).  Reference  back  to  the  1st  edn. 
(Stockholm,  1846)  of  Hildebrand’s  classic  catalogue  reveals  that  between  the  two 
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editions  a  total  of  527  coins  of  Edward  were  added  to  the  trays  of  the  Royal  Coin 
Cabinet  at  Stockholm.  Of  these  184  were  of  the  Pacx  type,  107  of  Radiate  Small 
Cross ,  and  65  of  Trefoil  Quadrilateral.  The  incomplete  archive  material  reveals  that 
from  Espinge  no  fewer  than  173  coins  of  the  Confessor  were  added  to  the  Systematic 
Collection,  and  that  149  of  these  were  included  by  Hildebrand  in  the  1881  edition 
of  Anglosachsiska  mynt.  The  remaining  24  were  duplicates  knowingly  acquired  as 
such,  many  of  them  critical  for  the  correct  interpretation  of  pieces  either  already  in 
the  collection  or  taken  in  on  this  occasion.  Included  among  the  173  are  6  cut  half¬ 
pence  and  one  fragment.  A  chronological  break-down  is  as  follows : 

Pacx  1 58 

Radiate  Small  Cross  14 

Trefoil  Quadrilateral  1 

That  the  proportions  are  characteristic  of  the  hoard  is  further  suggested  by  the 
pattern  exhibited  by  a  parcel  of  fragments  and  cut  halfpence  from  the  find  which  was 
ignored  by  the  compiler  of  the  1880  entry  in  the  Inventarium  (SHM  Inv.  6620).  Here  | 
the  picture  is : 

Pacx  35 

Radiate  Small  Cross  1 

and  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to  write  up  this  parcel  in  the  near  future.  There 
are,  too,  other  Edward  the  Confessor  coins  in  what  is  now  the  Royal  Coin  Cabinet 
and  National  Museum  of  Monetary  History  to  which  the  Espinge  provenance  can 
be  shown  to  attach,  but  the  concern  of  this  note  is  confined  to  the  173  coins  in  the 
trays  of  the  so-called  Systematic  Collection. 

As  already  observed,  the  Stockholm  archive  is  by  no  means  complete,  and  the 
summary  listing  is  far  from  constituting  a  register  as  that  term  is  understood  in,  say, 
the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  at  the  British  Museum.  Even  so,  the  accession 
of  Espinge  material  is  so  extensive  that  it  is  possible  for  the  student  to  be  reasonably 
certain  which  coins  in  the  1881  edition  derive  from  the  hoard  in  question.  Additional 
arguments  are  provided  by  patination.  The  ‘colour’  of  the  Espinge  coins  is  not 
perhaps  particularly  distinctive,  but  at  least  it  is  in  marked  contrast  to  that  which 
obtains  in  the  case  of  other  accessions  of  the  period  which  can  be  associated  with 
other  findings,  and  it  is  only  very  rarely  that  there  seems  room  for  ambiguity.  It 
appears  entirely  reasonable,  then,  for  the  following  coins  recorded  on  pp.  429-458 
of  the  second  edition  of  Anglosachsiska  mynt  or  lying  on  Systematic  Collection  tickets 
inscribed  ‘ kompletterande  exemplar ’  (pieces  marked  bis  and  ter  below)  to  be  regarded 
as  possessing  the  Espinge  provenance :  g

It  is  instructive  to  append  a  table  of  mints  and  types,  if  only  to  demonstrate  how  this 
one  hoard  from  Hurva  parish  in  Skane  in  itself  provides  well-nigh  decisive  evidence 
for  the  correct  ordering  of  the  first  three  issues  of  Edward  the  Confessor.

N.B,  A  number  of  the  1881  attributions  have  been  silently  emended  (c/.  A/S 
Coins ,  pp.  181-2),  and  the  London  total  includes  at  least  one  coin  (no.  555) 
which  is  now  recognized  as  Scandinavian  ( SNC  LXXXII  (1974),  p.  239). 


In  conclusion  a  word  or  two  may  perhaps  be  said  concerning  the  date  of  the 
hoard’s  concealment.  Three  of  the  component  elements  are  decisive,  the  English,  the 
German  and  the  Scandinavian.  The  two  first  appear  to  be  broadly  in  step.  Edward 
the  Confessor  succeeded  his  half-brother  Harthacnut  in  June,  1042,  and  there  seems 
much  to  be  said  for  the  view  that  his  first  renovatio  monetae  was  executed  in  the  autumn 
of  the  same  year.  There  is  reason,  too,  for  thinking  that  the  duration  of  his  first  four 
issues  was  in  each  case  two  years.  In  other  words,  a  hoard  that  ends  apparently  with 
a  singleton  of  Trefoil  Quadrilateral  type  could  not  well  have  been  deposited  any  earlier 
than  the  autumn  of  1046,  and  most  probably  belongs  to  1047.  It  has  been  claimed 
(SCBI  Copenhagen  H/N  &  A/I,  p.  xix,  12)  that  Espinge  in  fact  ran  as  late  as  Small 
Flan ,  but  this  seems  to  stem  from  a  misinterpretation  of  entry  102  on  p.  171  of  P. 
Hauberg,  Myntforhold  og  Udmyntninger  i  Danmark  indtil  1147  (Copenhagen,  1900) 
which  can  be  read  to  imply  that  Hildebrand  types  A,  B,  C  and  D  all  were  present.  A 
new  examination  of  the  Stockholm  Inventarium ,  on  the  other  hand,  makes  it  clear 
that  Hildebrand  type  B,  the  fourth  substantive  type  of  the  reign,  in  fact  was  absent, 
so  that  a  date  later  than  1048  for  the  hoard’s  deposition  may  seem  unlikely.  The 
German  evidence  is  less  clear-cut  inasmuch  as  coins  of  this  epoch  are  less  capable  of 
being  closely  dated  than  their  English  counterparts,  but  it  is  instructive  that  1041  is 
the  terminus  ante  quern  non  suggested  by  Dr.  Gert  Hatz  in  entry  247  on  p.  225  of  his 
monumental  not  to  say  definitive  Handel  und  Verkehr  zwischen  dem  Deutschen  Reich 
und  Schweden  in  der  spaten  Wikingerzeit  (Stockholm,  1974).  German  coins  with  a 
terminus  post  quern  of  1044  appear  to  be  relatively  few,  and  so  it  would  be  wrong  to 
lay  particular  stress  on  their  apparent  absence  from  Espinge.  German  coins  with  a 
terminus  post  quern  of  1046,  on  the  other  hand,  are  so  numerous  in  Swedish  hoards  that 
we  are  entitled  to  comment  on  the  fact  that  they  seem  not  to  be  represented  in  the 
find  under  discussion.  In  all  the  circumstances,  then,  the  German  element  in  the 
Espinge  hoard  may  be  accepted  as  constituting  endorsement  of  the  suggestion  of  the 
English  element  that  concealment  did  not  take  place  later  than  1048  and  could  even 
have  been  as  early  as  the  winter  of  1046/1047. 

There  remains  the  problem  of  the  Scandinavian  coins.  They  were  numerous,  and 
the  Danish  element  ends  with  more  than  thirty  pennies  of  types  associated  with  Sven 
Estridsen,  though  the  number  on  which  the  name  of  that  king  actually  appears  is 
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minimal.  What  one  would  like  to  question  is  the  apparent  reluctance  of  some  of  our 
Scandinavian  colleagues  to  accept  that  the  earliest  at  least  of  Sven’s  issues  may  have 
been  struck  during  the  last  phase  of  the  so-called  stridsperioden  when  Magnus 
Olavsson,  newly  reconciled  with  his  uncle  Harald  Hardrada,  was  disputing  the  Danish 
kingship.  Magnus  did  not  die  until  the  late  autumn  of  1047,  and  in  many  works  of 
reference  the  regnal  years  alike  of  Sven  and  of  Harald  are  reckoned  from  this  timely 
decease.  In  quite  another  connection  the  present  writer  has  had  occasion  recently  to 
look  again  at  the  1895  Naginscina  hoard  from  Ingria  where  the  English  element  ends 
with  the  first  two  only  of  Edward  the  Confessor’s  types  ( Pacx  and  Radiate  Small 
Cross)  present  in  some  quantity  (cf.  V.M.  Potin’s  useful  summary  on  pp.  128-9  of 
volume  IX  (1967)  of  Trudy  Gosudarstvennogo  Ermitasha).  Again  the  Danish  coins,  if 
correctly  dated,  seem  awkwardly  later  than  those  from  Germany  and  England  (cf. 
the  ‘after  1047’  of  K.  Skaare,  Coins  and  Coinage  in  Viking-age  Norway  (Oslo-Bergen- 
Tromso,  1976),  p.  187,  no.  223).  Admittedly  Espinge  is  on  Denmark’s  doorstep — 
indeed  until  the  Treaty  of  Roskilde  in  1658  Skane  was  an  integral  part  of  the  Danish 
state — but  even  in  the  eleventh  century  a  bare  week  is  all  that  we  would  have  to  allow 
for  a  ship  from  Lincoln  to  traverse  the  North  Sea  and  tie  up  at  one  of  the  harbours  on 
the  Sound.  For  too  long  numismatics  has  been  dogged  by  the  projection  backwards 
of  nineteenth-century  concepts  of  constitutional  property,  and  it  does  seem  to  the 
present  writer  that,  taken  in  cumulative  combination,  hoards  such  as  the  1880  dis¬ 
covery  at  Espinge  and  the  1829,  1830  and  1839  finds  from  Munksjorup,  Torring  and 
Store  Valby  respectively  (cf.  SCBI  Copenhagen  H/N  &  A/I,  pp.  xviii  &  xix)  do 
present  a  prima  facie  case  for  our  regarding  as  unproven  some  at  least  of  Hauberg’s 
by  now  traditional  attributions.  In  particular  one  would  question  the  placing  so  late 
of  certain  issues  which  are  for  practical  purposes  regally  anonymous — for  example 
the  Lund  coins  of  the  variety  Svend  Estridsen  6  (p.  214) — and  one  would  like  to  see 
admitted  the  possibility  at  least  that  coins  reading  SVEIN  could  have  been  produced 
— though  not,  of  course,  in  each  and  every  case — during  the  so-called  stridsperioden 
and  before  the  death  on  25  October  1047  of  Magnus  Olavsson.  In  other  words  it  might 
be  better  if  numismatists  assigned  to  Sven  the  regnal  dates  c.  1045-1075  instead  of 
the  misleadingly  precise  1047-1075.  There  had  been,  after  all,  Danes  who  recognized 
Cnut’s  nephew  as  king  from  the  day  when  news  first  reached  Denmark  that  Hartha- 
cnut  was  dead.  Finally  it  would  be  unthinkable  for  this  present  provocation  to  bow 
out  without  an  expression  of  the  writer’s  indebtedness  to  the  British  Academy’s 
Exchange  Grants  of  1973  and  1976  which  made  it  possible  for  him  to  inspect  alike 
the  actual  coins  and  the  critical  entries  in  the  Stockholm  Inventarium. 

BRAHMI

The  two  native  scripts  of  early  India  are  Brahmi  and  Kharoshti.  Kharoshti  is  the 
script  used  in  conjunction  with  Greek  on  the  coins  of  the  Indo-Greeks  and  their 
successors — but  it  was  destined  soon  after  to  die  out  completely  without  influencing 
later  Indian  scripts  in  any  way. 

Brahmi,  on  the  other  hand,  was  to  be  the  forebear  of  all  the  later  Indian  and 
South-East  Asian  alphabets,  being  in  all  probability  a  branch  of  the  South  Semitic 
family  of  scripts  (which  included  Sabaean,  the  form  of  writing  used  on  Himyaritic 
coins).  In  early  times  the  main  route  from  the  Mediterranean  to  India  and  the  East 
had  been  around  the  Arabian  peninsula  and  thence  across  the  Persian  Gulf — so  that 
South  Arabia  would,  so  to  speak,  have  been  the  nearest  part  of  the  Western  world 
and  its  civilisation  to  the  Indian  subcontinent. 
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Once  in  India  Brahmi  and  Kharoshti — which  was  a  development  of  Aramaic 
coming  in  through  the  Persian  Empire  from  the  North — adapted  themselves  to  the 
needs  of  India  in  a  similar  way,  the  main  difference  being  that  whereas  Kharoshti 
retained  the  Semitic  order  of  writing  from  right  to  left,  Brahmi  was  turned  round, 
so  that  legends  are  read  from  left  to  right.

Each  consonant  is  actually  consonant  plus  following  vowel,  which,  unless  other¬ 
wise  marked  with  a  vowel  augmentation,  is  a  short  A.  This  means  that  the  vowel 
shapes  shown  on  the  top  line  are  not  used,  except  at  the  beginning  of  a  word  where 
there  has  been  no  previous  consonant,  and  in  cases  where  two  vowels  come  next  to 
each  other — not  a  diphthong — where  the  second  vowel  has  to  be  shown  by  one  of  the 
vowel  letter  shapes. 

Vowel  augmentations,  which  are  in  practice  often  omitted  from  the  coins,  vary 
considerably  in  form  on  the  early  coinage,  though  by  the  time  of  the  Guptas  they 
have  more  or  less  become  standardised — here  are  some  Gupta  examples :

One  other  matter  before  we  look  at  the  coins  themselves.  Names  are  often  written 
in  the  Genitive  Case,  which  ends  in  -sa  or  -sya. 

Coins  with  Brahmi  legends  are  most  commonly  from  one  of  three  groups. 

1.  The  so-called  “Tribal”  coins,  struck  by  towns  or  tribes  anywhere  between 
about  the  3rd  Century  b.c.  and  the  4th  Century  a.d.  The  element  these  coins  have 
in  common  is  that  they  were  native  Indian  coins,  and  were  struck  for  fairly  local  use. 

2.  Coinage  of  the  Western  Satraps.  These  begin  with  Nahapana,  c.  a.d.  1 19-124, 
who  was  not  himself  a  Western  Satrap — the  Satraps  proper  begin  with  his  successor, 
Chastana,  and  go  on  through  to  just  before  a.d.  400  when  their  territories  fell  to  the 
Guptas. 

3.  The  Gupta  coinage,  which  begins  with  Chandragupta  I,  c.  a.d.  305-325, 
and  lasts  until  the  time  of  the  White  Huns  in  the  early  6th  Century  a.d. 

There  are  others,  such  as  the  Andhra  series,  some  of  the  White  Hun  pieces,  and 
a  few  later  coins,  which  use  Brahmi ;  but  these  three  are  the  main  groups,  and  they 
are  far  better  catalogued  than  most  other  Eastern  coin  series. 


The  most  beautiful  are  the  gold  coins  of  the  Guptas;  and  of  these  the  most 
interesting  is  the  “Ashvamedha”  type.  I  show  one  of  this  type  struck  by  Samu- 
dragupta,  c.  a.d.  330-375.  The  Ashvamedha  was  a  special  horse  sacrifice  wherein  the 
horse  was  allowed  to  wander  where  it  liked  for  a  whole  year  before  being  sacrificed 
according  to  a  most  complicated  ritual.  “Ashvamedha”  gold  coins  were  specially 
minted  for  distribution  amongst  the  Brahmins  who  participated.

Some  of  the  “Tribal”  coins  are  very  primitive,  as  is  this  3rd  Century  B.C.  copper, 
which  reads  t  f  e  KA  Da  Sa  “of  Kada” — though  we  have  no  idea  as  to  who  or 
where  Kada  was. 
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A  very  interesting  series  of  copper  coins  conies  from  North  Panchala.  Obverses 
are  similar,  with  the  name  of  the  ruler  at  the  bottom — in  this  case  we  read 

r\  Q  ^  A  GI  MI  TRa  Sa  “of  Agnimitra”  (the  “N”  of  the  name  having 

been  omitted  in  the  Brahmi) — and  on  the  Reverse  a  picture  of  whatever  god  the  ruler 
was  named  after  standing  on  an  altar.  In  this  case  the  god  is  Agni,  the  god  of  fire,  who 
is  portrayed  with  flames  rising  from  his  head. 

The  Brahmi  script  is  not  too  hard  to  come  to  grips  with,  and  is  infinitely  worth 
the  time  and  energy  spent  on  it. 

THE  RARITY  OF  EAST  INDIA  COMPANY  COINS

St.  Helena 

At  first  sight  an  analysis  of  the  rarity  of  the  E.I.C.  coins  of  St.  Helena  would  seem 
to  be  the  easiest  of  tasks  with  only  one  issue  being  generally  known.  There  are,  how¬ 
ever,  two  other  series  we  must  concern  ourselves  with,  the  patterns  of  1833  and  the 
early  issue  of  1714. 

The  column  headed  ‘survey’  shows  the  number  found  offered  for  sale  over  the 
past  twenty  years,  the  column  headed  ‘B.M.’  shows  the  quantity  in  the  British 
Museum  and  the  last  column  shows  the  suggested  rarity.

The  currency  issue  of  1821  needs  no  explanation.  A  coin  well  known  to  collectors 
and  generally  easy  to  find.  There  is  a  mule  in  the  British  Museum  with  the  normal 
obverse  coupled  with  the  reverse  of  a  Guernsey  4  Doubles  1830.  This  is  possibly 
unique  and  would  there  rate  R7. 

In  some  earlier  works  (Atkins  and  others)  the  patterns  are  erroniously  dated  1823. 
Parsons  records  them  as  being  of  excessive  rarity  and  there  can  be  very  few  sets  in 
existence.  A  set  was  sold  from  the  Parsons  collection  and  this  was  described  as  being 
from  the  Nobleman  sale. 

The  coinage  of  1714  has  only  recently  been  attributed  to  St.  Helena,  by  Major 
Pridmore.  Previous  writers  had  listed  these  under  India.  Atkins,  number  35,  Bombay, 
is  described  as  a  Pice  which  is  probably  the  Halfpenny  being  of  a  similar  size  to  the 
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Pice  issues  of  Bombay  at  that  time.  The  coins  show  the  East  India  crest,  a  lion  ram¬ 
pant,  on  the  obverse  and  a  heart  shaped  balemark  on  the  reverse  with  the  date  above. 
They  were  made  at  the  Madras  mint  and  are  of  crude  style. 

According  to  Major  Pridmore  there  were  approximately  10,000  silver  Three¬ 
pence  struck,  33,000  copper  Halfpennies  and  66,000  Farthings.  Difficulties  of 
identification  make  these  coins  very  scarce  in  dealers  lists  and  I  have  only  been  able 
to  find  one,  described  as  a  Pice  and  therefore  almost  certainly  a  Halfpenny.  It  is 
quite  likely  that  I  have  missed  others  that  have  been  offered  for  sale  and  any  opinion 
on  the  rarity  rating  must  be  something  of  a  guess.  At  a  later  date  it  may  be  possible 
to  make  a  more  accurate  assessment.  It  seems  extraordinary  that  the  British  Museum 
has  four  examples  of  the  Threepence  for  this  should,  by  virtue  of  it’s  smaller  size  and 
the  lower  mintage  figures,  be  the  most  difficult  to  find.

JENGHIZ  KHAN

Recently  there  have  been  appearing  on  the  market  quite  a  number  of  billon  coins 
of  Jenghiz  Khan,  though  unfortunately  without  his  name  on.  These  are  all  of  the 
same  type,  very  like  the  Khwarismian  coins  of  ’Ala  ed-din  Mohammed,  a.d.  1199- 
1220  in  style.  The  obverse  reads  en-nasIr  Li-DIN  ALLaH  amir  el-mumInin,  the  name 
and  title  of  the  caliph  Nasir,  a.d.  1180-1225;  so  that  if  these  coins  originate  from  the 
Khwarismian  region  they  date  to  between  1220  and  1225. 

The  reverse  reads  ’aDL  KhAQAN  el-a  ’zaM  “Justice.  The  great  Khaqan”,  this 
being  the  title  assumed  by  the  ruler  of  the  Mongol  Empire,  which  up  to  his  death  in 
a.d.  1227  was  Jenghiz  Khan. 


The  silver  coins  are  much  rarer.  The  obverse  is  similar  to  the  billon;  but  the 
reverse  actually  gives  Jenghiz  Khan’s  name — EL-’ADiL  el-a  ’zaM  jeNKiz  KhAN 
“The  just,  the  great  Jenghiz  Khan”. 
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The  gold  is  extremely  rare.  The  British  Museum  just  missed  the  chance  of  buying 
one  a  couple  of  years  ago,  but  they  were  sent  a  photograph  of  it.  It  is  not  easy  to  make 
out  the  lettering  on  the  polaroid  photograph  of  the  coin  that  Mr.  N.  M.  Lowick, 
Assistant  Keeper,  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals,  has  kindly  sent  to  me,  but  I 
worked  it  out  as  far  as  I  could.  The  obverse  gives  the  Kalima  and  name  and  title  of 
the  Caliph  Nasir,  and  has  the  ‘Second  Symbol’  (Koran  sura  9  verse  33)  round  the 
margin.  The  reverse  reads  “The  Khaqan,  the  just,  the  great,  Jenghiz  Khan”,  the 
margin  containing  the  “Bismillah”.  The  date  is  definitely  missing;  but  the  mint  reads 
as  shiHUN,  a  mint  used  by  the  Golden  Horde  in  the  Caucasus  region. 

The  Mongols  were  not  at  this  stage  Moslems.  They  were  ‘Shamanists’,  but 
appeared  to  be  prepared  to  change.  The  Christian  West  hoped  that  they  would 
become  Christians  but  they  eventually  became  Moslems,  even  though  they  were  to 
destroy  the  Baghdad  caliphate  in  a.d.  1258.  It  is  interesting  to  see  the  Caliph’s  name 
coupled  with  that  of  the  as  yet  non-Moslem  Mongol  ruler  on  these  coins;  but  this 
was  because  the  subject  peoples  were  Moslems,  and  the  conquerors  were  not  bothered 
enough  about  it  to  stop  them  putting  the  name  of  the  Caliph,  their  spiritual  leader, 
on  the  coins  they  minted. 

JUSTINIAN  I  SILVER  MILLVRENSE

This  extremely  rare  silver  coin  of  Justinian  has  recently  passed  through  our  hands 
and  will,  I  am  sure,  be  of  the  greatest  interest  to  collectors  of  this  series.  The  obverse 
has  the  legend  d  .  n  .  ivstinianvs  p  .  p  .  avg.  with  the  Emperor’s  helmeted  and 
cuirassed  bust  facing,  holding  a  globus  cruciger  and  a  shield,  all  within  a  wreath-like 
border  ornamented  with  four  equally  spaced  crosses.  The  reverse  legend  reads 
gloria  romanorvm  and  depicts  the  Emperor,  nimbate  in  military  dress,  standing 
facing  with  his  head  to  left,  holding  a  spear  and  leaning  on  a  shield;  a  star  is  in  the 
field  to  right  and  cob  in  the  exergue,  again  all  within  a  wreath-like  border.  As  one  can 
see  from  the  illustration  the  reverse  is  double-struck.  The  coin  weighs  3.71  grammes 
and  its  die  axis  is  / 

The  only  other  specimen  catalogued  of  this  type  is  a  fragmented  one  in  the 
Bibliotheque  Nationale  in  Paris  which  has  con  in  the  exergue,  thus  making  our 
specimen  a  variety  of  a  very  rare  coin.  (See  illustration  at  foot  of  Plate  161) 


LOCAL  NUMISMATICS

Farnham.  A  small  sleepy  town  deep  in  the  wilds  of  commuter-belt  Surrey.  Like 
most  small  towns  it  is  not  at  first  sight  a  very  promising  area  for  the  numismatist  to 
study.  However,  on  closer  examination  my  view  has  changed.  I  hope  to  show  why 
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in  this  article,  by  indicating  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  local  material  from  here  in 
Farnham.  Others  may  thereby  be  prompted  to  look  more  closely  at  thier  own  local 
museums,  libraries  and  archaeological  activities. 

I  have  no  record  of  any  local  finds  of  ancient  British  coins.  There  have  been  no 
finds  of  substantial  Roman  remains  in  the  town  itself  although  a  kiln  and  a  bath¬ 
house  were  found  on  the  outskirts  and  the  famous  Alice  Holt  Forest  Roman  potteries 
are  nearby.  A  few  miles  to  the  south  of  the  town  is  Woolmer  Pond,  which  has  pro¬ 
duced  Roman  coins,  and  also  the  area  where  the  great  Blackmoor  Hoard  of  1873  was 
found.  This  contained  about  30,000  coins  of  the  late  third  century,  with  the  emperors, 
Victorinus,  Tetricus  I  and  II,  and  Claudius  Gothicus  accounting  for  over  three- 
quarters  of  that  total.  The  details  are  summarised  in  Roman  Imperial  Coinage  Vol. 
V,  part  2,  pps.  448-49,  and  the  hoard  was  originally  published  in  the  Numismatic 
Chronicle  for  1877.  Further  finds  were  made  in  1876,  and  these,  together  with  the 
hoard,  are  thought  to  be  still  largely  intact.1 

South-west  of  Farnham,  at  Neatham  near  Alton,  excavations  have  been  carried 
out  by  the  archaeological  group  of  Farnham  Museum  Society.  Work  began  during 
the  construction  of  the  Alton-By-pass  and  further  investigation  has  been  carried  out 
since.  The  site  lies  on  the  Roman  road  from  Silchester  to  Chichester.  The  coin  finds 
are  being  prepared  for  publication. 

Other  stray  finds  of  Roman  coins  from  the  area  around  Farnham  are  known  but  I 
have  not  collected  all  the  references.  A  small  third-century  com  hoard,  an  earlier 
find  from  the  Neatham  area,  was  reported  to  be  in  Alton  Museum,  but  I  have  so  far 
failed  to  locate  it  at  either  Alton  or  Winchester.  It  is  probably  unpublished  and  I 
propose  to  try  once  more  to  find  it.2  A  small  number  of  Roman  coins. are  believed  to 
have  been  foimd  in  the  Frensham  area  recently  but  no  details  are  at  present  available. 

Moving  on  from  Roman  Britain  and  travelling  a  couple  of  miles  to  the  north  of 
the  town  to  what  is  now  largely  army  land,  we  come  to  the  site  of  the  finding  in  1828 
of  the  famous  Crondall  Hoard  of  Anglo-Saxon  and  Merovingian  gold  coins.  These 
are  now  in  the  Ashmolean  Museum  at  Oxford.  The  subject  of  this  hoard  will  be 
covered  in  a  separate  article. 

The  nearest  Anglo-Saxon  mint  was  at  Guildford.  Coins  from  excavations  of  an 
Anglo-Saxon  cemetery  on  the  Hog’s  Back  are  believed  to  be  in  Guildford  Museum. 

Farnham  Castle  was  the  residence  of  the  bishops  of  Winchester  until  1927.  It 
was  occupied  by  the  French  Dauphin,  the  future  Louis  VIII,  in  1216-17,  but  I  know 
of  no  numismatic  finds  which  might  relate  to  this  period. 

A  jetton  was  found  during  excavations  carried  out  by  the  Department  of  the 
Environment  in  1960-61.  It  is  an  English  jeton  bearing  a  mitred  Edwardian  portrait. 
It  was  found  in  the  Keep  and  is  now  on  loan  to  Farnham  Museum,  where  it  may  be 
seen  (Fig.  1).  The  drawing  has  been  made  by  the  author  by  permission  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Environment. 

From  the  early  seventeenth -century,  the  local  archaeological  group  turned  up  a 
Lennox  farthing  (ca.  1614-25,  mm.  illegible)  just  below  the  castle  on  the  site  of  an 
earlier  pottery  kiln.  New  almshouses  were  being  built  immediately  behind  those  in 
Castle  Street  which  are  contemporary  with  the  farthing.  However,  the  coin  was 
overshadowed  by  the  finding  of  parts  of  a  human  skeleton  which  according  to  expert 
opinion  was  that  of  some  kind  of  bi-sexual  dwarf.  (Excavation  report  pending :  Park 
Row  kiln). 

Farnham  Castle  saw  considerable  activity  during  the  Civil  War  but  the  sieges 
were,  as  far  as  is  known,  non-numismatic  ones.3 

The  seventeenth-century  traders’  tokens  are  represented  by  twelve  varieties  of 
farthings  from  ten  different  issuers.  Two  farthings  of  William  Didlesfold  (of  Cran- 
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leigh  and)  faram  (sic)  may  perhaps  also  belong  here  rather  than  at  Fareham,  Hants4. 

Hops 

Farnham  was  famous  for  its  hops.  Two  lead  tokens  on  view  in  the  museum  may 
be  hop  tokens.  They  are  believed  to  be  local  finds.  Both  are  unusual  in  that  their 
reverses  depict  birds,  whereas  most  hop  tokens  are  limited  to  names,  initials,  or 
numbers.  I  have  therefore  illustrated  one  of  these  two  pieces  (Fig.  2)  and,  since  I  am 
no  artist,  the  method  may  be  of  interest.  A  pencil  rubbing  is  made  from  the  piece  and 
a  xerox  copy  taken.  This  eliminates  much  of  the  grey  background,  thus  throwing-up 
the  design  more  clearly,  and  provides  a  surface  on  which  the  design  can  be  then 
traced  over  in  black  ink.  The  result  can  be  copied  again  if  required. 

The  second  piece  is  smaller  and  has  the  initials  W.  I.  above  the  date  177  ?.  The 
Museum  accessions  register  attributes  it  to  a  W.  Joliffe. 

In  the  collection  of  J.  G.  Scott  there  is  a  George  II  halfpenny  of  1753  counter- 
marked  on  the  obverse  robinson/farnham.  The  possible  attributions  were  discussed 
by  the  owner  in  an  article  in  the  September  1974  issue  of  the  Farnham  Museum 
Society  Newsletter  and  the  coin  is  illustrated  and  listed  in  J.  G.  Scott’s  “British 
Countermarks  on  Copper  and  Bronze  Coins”  (Spink,  1975)5.  The  conclusions  are 
that  the  countermark  is  likely  to  be  early  nineteenth  century  and  that  whilst  it  may 
be  some  form  of  hop  token,  it  is  more  likely  to  be  some  kind  of  inn-keeper’s  check 
for  barrels  or  casks.  Various  Robinsons  appear  as  hop-growers  coopers,  and  beer 
retailers.  A  profitable  way  of  organising  things! 

The  hops  were  taken  each  year  to  be  sold  at  Weyhill  Fair  near  Andover.  There  is  a 
considerable  body  of  literature  and  documentary  material  concerning  or  including 
information  on  this  Fair.  Farnham  had  its  own  sheds  and  remains  of  the  Fair  buildings 
can  still  be  seen.  (Report  of  field  trip  to  site,  Farnham  Herald,  Friday,  28th  February, 
1975).  J.  Alfred  Eggar,  a  local  architect  and  surveyor,  has  left  us  an  account  including 
nineteenth  century  descriptions  in  his  “Remembrances  of  Life  and  Customs  in 
Gilbert  White’s,  Cobbett’s  &  Charles  Kingsley’s  Country”  (London,  1923).  The 
Hop  Fair  started  on  October  12th  and  lasted  for  several  days.  Payment  was  made  in 
banknotes  or  gold.  “Brewers  attending  the  fair  had  bank-notes  sewn  up  in  their 
waistcoats  or  put  in  their  top  boots.  It  was  necessary  for  the  wives  of  hop-growers  to 
attend  the  fair,  as  they  had  to  unsew  and  sew  up  again  the  buyers’  clothes.  My  mother 
had  to  do  this  frequently.”  Indeed  the  trip  was  often  treated  as  a  family  holiday  as 
there  was  a  pleasure  fair  as  well  as  fairs  for  sheep  and  horses.  Finally  it  dwindled  to 
a  fun-fair  alone  and  that  to  came  to  an  end  in  1924. 

Mr.  Eggar  mentions  several  other  things  of  interest  to  numismatists.  He  refers  to 
people  keeping  gold  in  their  houses.  One  farmer  had  £3,000  in  gold  in  his  house  when 
he  died.  A  cattle  dealer  kept  several  thousand  pounds  in  two  oak  chests.  The  con¬ 
tents  of  one  were  stolen  and  as  a  result  the  remainder  was  banked  and  cheques  used 
instead.  Mr.  Eggar  explains  how  he  wrote  out  cheques  for  the  man  to  sign,  the  latter 
could  just  manage  to  write  his  name.  On  another  occasion  Mr.  Eggar  was  engaged 
on  a  probate  valuation  in  Headley  parish.  £700  in  gold  was  found  in  the  house  and 
promptly  banked  by  the  executors. 

What  I  think  is  the  most  amusing  anecdote  is  non-numismatic  but  that  won’t 
stop  me  quoting  it.  It  concerns  an  occurrence  at  Frensham  Church  where  “a  lady 
had  lost  her  gold  watch  in  church,  and  the  vicar,  Mr.  Gill,  alluded  to  it  and  expressed 
the  hope  that  the  watch  would  be  restored.  He  then  gave  out  the  hymn,  ‘Lord,  her 
watch  thy  Church  is  keeping’”. 

It  may  wTell  be  that  some  of  the  other  accounts  of  the  town  include  further  in¬ 
formation  on  the  use  of  coins.  Numismatic  books  do  not  generally  discuss  the  social 
and  economic  background  to  coinages  although  some,  including  hoard  reports. 
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touch  on  these  problems.  Other  references  must  be  scattered  through  diaries,  local 
histories,  newspapers  and  documents  and  only  co-operation  between  numismatists 
and  historians  will  bring  these  to  light.  For  example,  one  would  think  that  there 
would  be  more  reterences  to  the  seventeenth  century  traders’  tokens  in  contemporary 
diaries  and/or  newspapers  than  have  so  far  been  found. 

The  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  century  token  coinages  virtually  pass  us  by.  The 
nearest  relevant  item  is  the  Basingtoke  Canal  copper  shilling  token.  The  Canal  passes 
a  few  miles  to  the  north  of  the  town  and  part  is  currently  under-going  active  restor¬ 
ation.  The  area  is  not  heavily  industrialised  and  items  such  as  mining,  canteen,  bread 
and  co-operative  tokens  are  noticeably  absent.  However,  there  could  well  be  items 
which  I  am  not  aware  of.  I  believe  that  my  sister  used  some  form  of  metallic  or  plastic 
meal  ticket  at  school  and  the  local  bus  company  have  issued  plastic  tokens 
for  pensioners* 1 2 * * * 6. 

Banks 

The  Museum  possesses  a  2d.  banknote  of  Wilkins,  Trimmer  and  Page’s  Farnham 
New  Bank  payable  at  the  Goat’s  Head,  Farnham  and  The  Spur  Inn  in  the  Borough 
of  Southwark.  The  note  has  no  date  but  is  probably  from  the  late  eighteenth  century. 

There  are  also  two  nineteenth  century  notes,  one  of  £ 5 ,  of  the  Farnham  Bank. 
James  Stevens’  Bank  was  established  circa  1806.  It  survived  the  troubles  of  the 
1840s  when  many  banks  crashed.  The  owner  heard  of  the  likelihood  of  a  run  on  the 
bank  and  confided  to  a  friend  that  the  bank  was  allright  but  could  not  stand  up  to  an 
unlimited  call.  Several  sacks  of  corn  were  procured  and  taken  to  the  bank  where  they 
were  topped  up  with  sovereigns.  Monday  morning  duly  arrived  and  people  came  and 
asked  for  their  money  and  were  paid  out.  Then  the  friend  arrived  and  seeing  the 
sovereigns  paid  said,  “Oh,  its  all  right  here,  I  shall  leave  mine  alone.”  Others  followed 
his  example  and  the  bank  was  saved.  (Farnham  Museum  Society  Newsletter,  Vol.  I 
No.  8.,  September,  1967,  p.  15). 

John  and  James  Knight  bought  the  Bank.  James’s  son  John  Henry  Knight 
(1847-1917)  w7as  an  inventor  and  the  author  of  ‘Reminiscences  of  a  Country  Town’ 
and  ‘Electric  Light  for  Country  Houses’  as  well  as  other  books  and  technical  articles. 
Among  his  inventions  were  a  bricklaying  machine,  operated  merely  by  turning  a 
handle  and  keeping  it  supplied  with  bricks  and  mortar,  and  the  “Trusty”  oil  engine 
which  was  very  successful  locally.  A  modified  version  of  the  engine  was  used  in  his 
petrol-driven,  two-seater  motor-car,  said  to  have  been  the  only  British  car  exhibited 
at  the  1896  White  City  Motor  Show.  In  1886  the  Bank  was  taken  over  by  Capital  and 
Counties  and  in  1918  the  latter  amalgamated  with  Lloyds.  Lloyds  Bank  Limited  still 
occupy  the  same  site,  although  in  a  building  which  only  dates  from  the  early  1930s,  at 
75  Castle  Street.  On  the  other  side  of  the  Street  is  the  site  of  the  Fleur-de-Lys  Inn 
which  seems  to  have  had  connections  with  three  of  the  ten  issuers  of  farthing  tokens 
in  the  seventeenth  century. 

In  conclusion  I  can  only  say  that  I  now  feel  I  have  only  scratched  the  surface  of 
the  wealth  of  available  information  for  a  town  that  at  one  time  seemed  to  hold  little 
or  no  numismatic  interest. 


P.S.  Since  the  above  article  was  written,  some  of  the  statements  have  been  overtaken  by  events 
and  two  hoards  have  been  found  which  are  currently  under  study: 

1  The  1873  Blackmoor  Hoard  was  sold  by  the  Earl  of  Selbourne  at  Christie’s  on  Tuesday, 
December  9th,  1975.  The  sale  catalogue  contains  a  note  about  the  hoard. 

2  I  am  now  satisfied  that  this  hoard  does  not  exist.  My  informant  apparently  confused  one  from 

a  different  site  once  on  display  in  the  same  case  as  some  earlier  finds  from  the  Neatham  area. 

However,  the  1976  excavations  on  the  Roman  settlement  produced  by  way  of  compensation 

a  hoard  of  about  200  coins  of  the  period  260-402  a.d.  as  well  as  part  of  the  surface  of  what  is 

believed  to  be  the  unpublished  Roman  road  from  Winchester  to  London.  (Reports  pending). 
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3  In  June  1976  a  hoard  of  68  clippings  (Edward  VI  to  Charles  II)  and  a  small  lump  of  silver 
was  found  in  Farnham  Park.  An  inquest  was  held  in  Farnham  on  Friday,  August  6th  and 
the  find  was  declared  to  be  treasure  trove.  (Report  pending). 

4  I  am  working  on  a  separate  study  of  the  Farnham  seventeenth  century  tokens,  both  the  tokens 
themselves  and  their  issuers.  I  hope  to  compile  a  summary  of  all  the  die  varieties  as  there 
should  not  be  many.  I  should  therefore  be  very  grateful  to  hear  from  anyone  who  has,  or  who 
can  send  details  of  the  whereabouts  of,  any  specimens  of  the  series.  Rubbings  would  be  helpful. 
I  have  now  examined  sufficient  contemporary  records  to  report  that  I  can  find  no  tace  of  any 
connection  between  the  Didlesfold  family  and  Farnham.

By  way  of  concessionary  bus  fares  and  replacing  books  of  card  tokens,  £ 8  worth  were  issued 
free  to  old  age  pensioners  in  Famborough  about  June  1975.  A  similar  sum  was  handed  out 
in  the  summer  of  this  year.  I  do  not  know  whether  these  are  in  use  in  other  parts  of  Hampshire.

Treasure  Trove.  Ian  Stewart,  Conservative  M.P.  for  Hitchin  said  he  was  delighted 
that  the  Government  had  decided  to  appoint  a  Review  Committee  under  independent  chair¬ 
manship  to  monitor  the  administrative  procedures  of  the  Treasure  Trove  system. 

Earlier  this  year  Mr.  Stewart  made  representations  to  the  Chief  Secretary  to  the  Treasury, 
Mr.  Joel  Barnett,  M.P.,  about  growing  public  concern  over  the  way  in  which  payments  were 
made  to  finders  of  Treasure  Trove  and  the  basis  of  valuation  used. 

Mr,  Barnett  has  now  written  to  Mr.  Stewart  saying  that  the  proposed  Committee  will  be 
designed  to  make  sure  that  the  valuations  arrived  at  are  fair  and  just,  to  announce  awards  and 
to  make  payments  to  finders. 

Mr.  Stewart  said  that  he  felt  that  this  would  go  a  long  way  towards  resolving  public 
anxieties  about  the  position  of  the  British  Museum  in  the  handling  of  Treasure  Trove.  Under 
arrangements  which  have  been  in  force  for  nearly  half  a  century  the  British  Museum  has 
responsibility  for  handling  Treasure  Trove  on  behalf  of  the  Treasury.  This  involves  amongst 
other  things  valuation  of  the  finds  and  the  Museum  then  has  the  right  of  first  refusal  to  acquire 
any  items  which  it  wants  on  its  own  valuation. 

Difficulties  have  arisen  in  recent  years  with  the  dramatic  increase  in  the  market  value  of 
coins  and  other  antiquities,  while  redevelopment,  road  building  and  the  use  of  metal  detectors 
has  increased  the  number  of  discoveries. 

Under  such  circumstances,  questions  have  inevitably  been  raised  in  some  quarters  as  to 
whether  the  Aluseum  was  placing  a  fair  market  price  on  the  items  which  it  wished  to  acquire. 
Since  public  anxieties  about  this  would  lead  to  the  non-disclosure  of  Treasure  Trove  by  some 
finders  who  might  feel  they  would  get  a  better  price  on  the  open  market,  Mr.  Stewart  had 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  some  revision  of  the  current  procedures  would  be  desirable. 

Mr.  Stewart  emphasised  that  he  was  not  criticising  the  staff  of  the  British  Museum  who 
made  scrupulous  efforts  to  ensure  that  the  system  was  properly  administered.  But  even  if  they 
were  to  reward  finders  promptly  with  the  full  market  price,  unless  the  transaction  was  approved 
by  an  independent  body  they  could  be  criticised  and  had  no  adequate  protection  against  this. 

Air.  Stewart  said  he  had  had  a  meeting  with  senior  departmental  officials  of  the  British 
Aluseum  at  which  the  problem  had  been  freely  discussed.  He  felt  sure  that  the  new  arrange¬ 
ment  would  be  widely  welcomed  and  was  the  best  way  to  ensure  that  vital  historical  and 
archaeological  information  about  new  discoveries  continued  to  be  reported  to  the  authorities 
and  not  suppressed  in  the  hope  of  evading  the  Treasure  Trove  regulations. 

Coins  from  York  dig  declared  Crown  property.  Thirty-five  silver  coins,  found  by 
archaeologists  at  the  Blake  Street  dig  in  York,  were  declared  treasure  trove  by  the  York  Coroner, 
Mr.  Anthony  Morris,  yesterday.  The  Roman  denarii  were  discovered  in  a  dividing  wall  of  a 
building  under  the  former  City  Garange,  which  was  excavated  earlier  this  year.  Mr.  Richard 
Hall,  leader  of  the  dig,  told  a  treasure  inquest  jury  that  the  coins  dated  from  67  b.c.  to  A.D.  74. 
But  the  dividing  wall,  in  which  they  were  found,  was  built  in  about  A.D.  120.  The  use  of  the 
building  could  not  be  identified,  but  the  dating  of  both  wall  and  coins  was  accurate,  he  said. 
The  coins,  said  to  be  about  six  months  pay  for  the  average  legionnaire  serving  in  the  Roman 
fortress  at  Eboracum,  will  go  to  the  British  Museum.  They  were  declared  treasure  trove  by  the 
Coroner  after  the  jury  decided  they  were  deliberately  concealed,  buried  or  hidden,  and  not  lost. — 
Yorkshire  Evening  Press,  22nd  October ,  1976. 

Coins  may  alter  history.  A  hoard  of  Roman  coins  unearthed  on  Hadrian’s  Wall  may 
change  the  history  books.  Archaeologists  working  at  the  Vindolanda  site  at  Bardon  Mill, 
Northumberland,  have  found  111  coins  dating  back  to  a.d.  270.  “We  always  have  difficulty 
dating  the  later  levels  of  the  wall,  and  we  try  to  date  them  from  the  scatter  of  coins,”  said 
Vindolanda  Trust  director  Mr.  Robin  Birley.  “But  a  coin  hoard  like  this  is  better,  because 
people  only  bury  coins  in  current  use.”  Archaeologists  had  thought  the  wall  was  abandoned  in 
the  fourth  century,  but  the  find  may  knock  this  date  back  a  century.  “There  have  been 
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suspicions  from  other  archeologists  that  other  forts  could  have  been  abandoned  earlier,”  said 
Mr.  Birley.  “I’m  trying  now  to  work  where  everyone  has  gone  to,  and  why.”  The  find  may 
affect  the  Roman  Fort  on  the  Lawe  Top  at  South  Shields,  says  Mr.  Birley,  but  the  fort  would 
have  been  the  last  place  to  be  left  anyway,  as  it  is  at  a  port.  The  coins  will  be  the  subject  of  a 
treasure  trove  inquest  next  month,  and  it  is  hoped  to  exhibit  them  at  the  Vindolanda  Chester- 
holm  Museum  after  that. — Shields  Gazette  and  Shipping  Telegraph ,  14 th  October ,  1976. 

Lucky  find  coins  joiner  £3,000.  Honesty  has  turned  out  to  be  the  best  policy  for 
foreman  joiner  Patrick  Mallin,  and  now  he  is  £3,000  better  off.  After  he  found  an  extremely  rare 
Roman  coin  in  a  trench  at  South  Shields,  he  did  the  right  thing  and  handed  it  over  to  the  police 
for  full  inquiry.  And  the  law  on  treasure  trove  means  that  47-year-old  Patrick  will  shortly  be 
getting  a  cheque  for  £3,000.  Tyne  Wear  Council  decided  yesterday  to  buy  the  1,600-year-old 
coin,  which  is  in  excellent  condition.  Experts  believe  it  could  be  only  one  of  three  in  the  world 
which  were  minted  in  England  to  commemorate  Emperor  Magnus  Maximus  in  about  a.d.  385. 
Mr.  Mallin,  of  Louis  Avenue,  Fulwell,  Sunderland,  made  his  find  at  the  bottom  of  a  deep 
trench  on  a  council  building  site  in  Mile  End  Road,  less  than  a  mile  from  the  remains  of  the 
town’s  Roman  fort. — The  Journal,  12 th  October ,  1976.

“At  Majunga  on  10th  Sept.,  1942  Sgt. 

Martin  commanded  No.  7  PI.  ‘A’  Coy. 
throughout  the  action.  His  was  the  leading 
pi.  of  the  leading  Coy.  during  all  stages  of 
the  engagement.  In  the  initial  night  landing 
he  had  the  difficult  task  of  finding  his  way 
through  difficult  country  and  of  pressing  on 
to  the  main  road. 

Later  when  a  series  of  enemy  posts  were 
encountered,  Sgt.  Martin  showed  a  complete 
disregard  for  his  own  safety.  His  leadership 
was  an  inspiration  and  his  determination  to 
close  with  the  enemy  contributed  in  a  large 
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degree  to  the  speed  with  which  enemy 
resistance  was  stampeded.  His  cool  courage 
and  admirable  choice  of  ground  resulted  in 
the  quick  destruction  of  a  machine  gun  post 
in  the  area  of  the  aerodrome.  Finally,  when 
a  considerable  enemy  position  with  a  65mm 
gun  was  encountered  on  the  outskirts  of 
Nlajunga,  Sgt.  Martin  seized  the  opportunity 
to  move  his  platoon  along  the  drain,  thus 
by  his  decision  the  final  entrance  to  Majunga 
was  quickly  effected.  Throughout,  Sgt. 

Martin  was  frequently  under  fire  and  his 
courage  was  admirable  but  his  cool  headed 
judgement  was  of  even  greater  value! 

An  immediate  award  of  the  Military  Medal 
was  granted,  and  before  sailing,  General  Sir 
William  Platt  came  aboard  and  decorated  Sgt. 
Martin  with  the  ribbon  of  the  M.M.  This  is 
the  only  award  to  the  Regiment  for  the 
action  at  Majunga,  although  they  received 
one  other  M.M.  for  action  in  Madagascar 
prior  to  September,  1942.
